Eaton Approves 
Fontana Plant 


“IT like what I’ve seen of the 
Fcntana plant,” Cyrus Eaton, 
Cleveland financier and industrial- 
ist noted yesterday as he and Chad 
Calhoun, vice president of the 
Kaiser industries, completed a tour 
of the plant. 

“Naturally you have to take in 
consideration that it was a war- 
time emergency plant, but it has 
possibilities—-good possibilities,” he 
said. 

Declaring that he is a great be- 
liever in the decentralization of in- 
dustry, Mr. Eaton said, “I am con- 
vinced the Pacific coast should 
take advantage of the present op- 
portunity to build up industry, and 
steel is the great foundation of in- 
dustry.” 

Mr. Eaton predicted also in Los 
Angeles yesterday that the gov- 
ernment ultimately will modify its 
financial terms for the steel plant 
at Fontana and permit Kaiser to 
operate it at a profit. 

“The government spent $112,- 
000,000 on the Fontana plant,” said 
Mr. Paton. “It was built as a war 
emergency at this very high cost 

. The government will have to 
be realistic and make it possible 
for Fontana to sell steel in com- 
petition with the old companies.”
